The two opposition mem.- 
bers were L. A. Lapointe (Montreal, 
St. James), and Francis McCrea, of 
Sherbrooke. Hon. W.S. Fielding voted 
with the government, as did all the 
liberal unionists. 

The position taken by them gen- 
erally was that the motion was not 
made in sincerity and was intended to 
‘embarrass. 

Mr. Fielding declared the motion 
was not wise and snouid not have 
been made. 

Dr. Michael wlark, of Red Deer, 
a unionist free trader, held that the 
amendment was not intended to suc- 
ceed and wag playing the party game. 
THREATENED GENERAL ELEC- 

« TION 

Hon. T.A.Crerar followed a similar 
line. He would not, he said, disguise 
the fact that he had always believed 
in a low tariff, but Mr. MeMaster's 
amendment was brought forward at 
an inopportune time and the object 
Was not above criticism. Were the 
amendment carried, the country 
would be plunged into a general elec- 
tion. “Liberals,” Mr. Crerar  de- 
clared, ‘will have to go a very long 
way before they convince western 
farmers of their sincerity on this 
matter.” 

Levi Thompson, Qu’Appelle, said he 
would go as far as to declare that 
protection was vicious in principle. 
But the McMaster amendment, Mr. 
Thompson argued, was intended to 
place western members on the gov- 
ernment side of the house in a false 
position. Accordingly, he would vote 
against it. 

Hon. Frank Carvell, who secanded 
a similar amendment proposed by 
Hon. Frank Oliver in 1917, did not 
feel justified in voting for an amend- 
ment which would have the effect of 
bringing on a general election.

WHOLE OF EGYPT 
NOW IN A STATE 
OF INSURRECTION 


COUNTRY HAS TO APPEAL TO 
MEN BEING DISCHARGED TO 
. SAVE THEIR COMRADES 


London, March 26.—Defending the 
military service bill in the house of 
commong on Tuesday of last week, 
Winston Spehcer Churchill, secretary 
that the whole of 
Egypt was in a virtual state of insur- 
rection. The position wag so danger- 
ous, he added, that the government 
had to appeal to men on the point of 
demobilization to return and save 
their comrades from being murdered. 

The declaration by the war sccre- 
tary wag brought about by the re- 
marks of Sir Donald MacLean, who 
said that Great Britain was grossly 
over-insured with respect to the 
strength of the army. Mr. Churchill 
asked if he followed what was taking 
place in almost every country at the 
present time, and, if so, how could he 
say that there was over-insurance in 
keeping 900,000 men for every pur- 
pose, including ten divisiong on the 
Rhine and four divisions in the home 
country, less than the number kept 
here in the peaceful days before the 
war. 

MEN HAD TO GO BACK 

Only three dayg ago, continued the; 
secretary, a situation developed in 
Egypt, which was of very far-reach- 
ing danger, and which made it neces- 
sary to appeal to the men who were 
collected at various ports for demobi- 
lization to go back and help their 
comrades and save them from being 
murdered. The whole of Egypt was 
virtually in a state of insurrection. 

Had Sir Donald read of what was 
taking place on the Black Sea, in 
Hungary and on the whole frontier of 
these small states which were guaran- 
teed protection by the league of na- 
tions? Sir Donald had said, contin- 
ued the secretary, that the German 
army was to be reduced to 100,000 
men and that the Germans were to 
have no more boy scouts. That, the 
speaker asserted, was what the allies 
were going to demand, but had the 
Germang agreed to it, and was there 
any chance of their agreeing to it, if 
the allies divested themselves of all 
their forces at the present time? 

THROW AWAY VICTORY 

“The government,”said Mr. Church- 
ilt, “has to face the real facts. If we 
squandered our forces at the present 
time, before our termg are secured, 
with European conditions of increa- 
sing gravity and perplexity, then we 
should throw away with both hands 
all the results gained by the sacri- 
fices of millions of our men during 
the past four years.”

CRERAR FIGHTS 
FIXING A-PRICE 
ON 1919 WHEAT 


THINKS IT WOULD MEAN GIVING 
BONUS TO FARMERS OF THE 
WEST. 


Ottawa, March 27.—A declaration 
by Hon. T. A. Crerar , minister of 
agriculture, that he igs personally not 


in favor of the fixing of a price for 
the 1919 wheat crop was the most im- 
portant feature of the first meeting 
of the House of Commons committee 
on agriculture which met thig morn- 
ing, R. C. Henders presiding. 

“I am opposed,” said the minister, 
“to the fixing of a price for wheat 
for the coming crop. I do not think 
we should take from the public treas- 
‘ury a very considerable sum of money 
in the nature of a bonus to the farm- 
ers of Canada. I can fully appreciate 
‘tthe position of the farmer of western 
‘Canada who: has suffered from poor 
crops for the past two years; but on 
the other hand the principle ig un- 
sound and it will be difficult to jus- 
tify any call on the treasury under 
present conditions.” 

Mr. Crerar added that Mr. Hoover, 
United Stateg food controller, had ex- 
pressed the view that all surplus 
wheat production of this continent 
and other countries will be required 
if it {g possible to secure stable gov- 
ernments in Europe. 

Previous to the making of the fore- 
going important statement Mr. Crerar

Recent medical writers fight shy of 
this term, but” like crick-in-the-back, 
homely and expressive and supposed 
to mean the same thing, it has long 
been used by plain people and may, 
not readily be displaced by a more 
scientific or exact term. 

It means pain in the lower or lum- 
bar region of the back and seems to 
be seated im the muscles of that re- 
gion. 

You yay call it a neuralgia if you 
like, just as every painful trouble ig 
a neuralgiz, or you may call it mus- 
cular rheumatism, as many do, 
though it is pnlikely that it is an 
infectious disease like the rheum- 
atism which attacks the joints. 

But whatever its ,cause it is a 
mighty unpleasant thing to  have.| 
It is one of the signs of approaching | 
age and feebleness, for I never knew 
of a case in a person who had not 
passed middle life, and the older one 
gets the more susceptible to it he 
becomes. 

There does noy seen to Ye any out- 
growing it as there is with some 
acheg and pains, it may go away for’ 
a few weeks or months but it invari- 
ably comes back again no matter how 
careful you may be to get rid of it. 

It is far less prevalent in summer 
than at any other time, and is not 
always troublesome during the clear 
cold days of winter but at all other 
seasons of the year, particularly in 
the early spring and fall it flourishes 
causing great pain and misery.

or freedom from pain. 

After being around a few hours 
during the day your back is so pain- 
ful and all motion is so difficult that 
it seems as if you could never again 
jget down to a chair or get into bed. 
Not infrequently there is involunt- 
dary cramp or spasin of small portions 
lof the muscles which is extremely 
painful. 

Usually it ig possible to get into a 
position in which the pain is only 


moderately acute, sometmes a 
change from one position to another 
seems only to start up a new kind 
of pain. 

Other causes of this trouble are 
exposure to cold and dampness, vio- 
lent exercise of the muscles, intense 
emotion, etc. 

It is made worse by constipation, 
by overwork and fatigue, by improp- 
er eating and drinking, by loss of 
sleep and many other causes. 

An attack may last a few days or 
several weeks, varying in its sever- 
ity with the weather and with the 
treatment of the case. 

It is frequently mistaken for dis- 
ease of the kidney or spine or other 
organic diseases which seem to be 
located in the back. 

Heat igs perhaps the best and most 
soothing remedy we have for this ail- 
ment, a hot water bottle at the feet 
and another at the back. 

It is often helpful to cover the back 
with flannel and iron it vigorously 
with an iron as hot as can be borne. 

Blistering, cupping, massage and 
electricity are also.useful. It is best 
to avoid the use of drugs as far as 
possible, with the exception of such 
as may be necessary to keep the 
bowels freely open. 

The clothing must always be suffi- 
cient to guard against chilling the

TRANSPORT SCOTIAN SAILS FOR 
CANADA. 


London, March 26.—The Scotian 
‘has sailed from Liverpool for St. John 
with 13 nurses, 54 officers, 40 cadets, 
‘and 1,619 men from Kinmel camp, 
‘bound for all areas. Upwards of 100,- 
1900 Canadian soldiers have now left: 
the British Isles for home since the 
armistice. The third division is now 
entirely cleared and the major por- 
tion of the first division ig now here. 
' Only 56,000 Canadians now remain in 
France. Since March 1, 15,000 Can- 
‘adians bave been cleared from Kin- 
pe camp. 


WHEN TO PLANT 
POTATOES 


j 
Potatoes are an important part of 
the settler’s living. Next, perhaps, to 


flour, the housewife finds them the 
most difficult staple to substitute. 
Yet thousands of familles are limit- 
ed in their supply front complete or 
partial failure of the crop. There is 
reason to believe’ that failures 
would_ be much less frequent, yields 
higher and quality better if a larger 
acreage were planted earlier than is 
the custom. Many homesteaders in 
Northern regiong have found that the 
few rows put in early for summer use 
have yielded satisfactorily when the 
bulk of the crop, planted in late May, 
produced a low yield of small, imma- 
ture, watery tubers whose develop- 
ment had been arrested by late Aug- 
ust or early September frosts. There 
may be an occasional season when the 
very early plantings will be injured 
by unfavorable conditions in May or 
by an exceptionally severe June 
frost. It is not -well to put all the 
eggs (or potatoes) in one basket. It 
hag been found, though, at the Scott 
Experimental Station in Qaskatche- 
wan, and also elsewhere, that even 
when the early plantings are frozen 
back two or three times they gener- 
ally give the best returns. Of course, 
a good deal will depend upon the 
severity of the frost and the stage of 
development in which it catches the 
vines. It is believed, however, that 
in regions of short summers the pru- 
dent plan is to use an early variety, 
and then plant the bulk of the crop in 
the fore part of-May, with a few rows 
later by way of a second string to the 
bow. It usually pays better to take 
half a day off grain seeding to plant a 
quarter of an acre in early May than 
to plant a larger area after the grain 
ig all sown. 

An interesting experiment was 
commenced in 1918 at Beaverlodge 
at the Dominion Experimental Sub- 
station for the Grande Prairie District 
in Alberta. Though but one season's 
results are yet available, these are 
so striking, and tally so closely with 
the general experience of surrounding 
settlers, that the figures are publish- 
ed forthwith. The test is to be con- 
tinued for at least five years. 

The variety used was Early Rose, 
and small whole tubers were em- 
ployed as sets. The land was well 
prepared deep breaking of June, 1917, 
and quite uniforny. Unseasonpble | 
frosts on the nights of July 22 and 23 
injured, but did not destroy, the tops. 

Seven parallel ten-rod rows were 
planted on successive dates, the first 
row on April 27th and the rest fol- 
lowing at one week intervals, bring- 
ing the final one on June 7th. All 
rows had the same treatment, save 
that the fourth and seventh rows re- 
ceived one or two extra scufilings be- 
fore planting to keep down weeds and 
grass. The first row may possibly 
have enjoyed’ some degree of frost 
protection, being flanked on one side 
hy a late planted row whose small, 
tops permitted radiation of heat from 
the space of bare ground between.

HOW THE MIGHTY HAVE 
FALLEN! 


It would be difficult to conceive a 
more ftartling forecast or one more 
sweeping in effect than that of the 
Supreme Council of the Peace Con- 
ference, which ends the existence of 
Germany ag a military entity. Under 
these proposed terms of disarmament 
the outcast War Lord's diabolical 
machine of savagery, rapine and mur- 
der ig numerically reduced to a 
structure less than that maintained 
by Switzerland, says the Victoria 
Times. 

One hundred thousand men_ and 
four thousand officers will constitute 
Germany's army of the future, all of 
whom must be recruited for service 
voluntarily. The Allies’ decree is 


the death knell to Prussian militar-| 
ism and the removal of its method of 


nourishment. 

If there were any lingering hopes 
fanned by the former Kaiser that one 
day he would again review his Prus- 
sian Guardsmen in, Berlin 
readily believe that nothing could 
have shattered them more effectively 
than these provisions of the peace 
terms to which his former country 
must soon perforce submit. 

Gone is the Imperial dream that 
Germany’s future lies on the sea; 
gone is the army charged with its 
obligation to obey the Imperial will 
ag puppets on a stage; and writhing 
in the dust is the Mittel-Europa doc- 
trine which contemplated a vast Teu- 
ton Empire from the North Sea to the 
Persian Gulf. 

A German volunteer army 100,000 
strong should secure to France a 
sense of security equal to that which 
would have followed in the wake of 
Marshal Foch had not the Father- 
land cried “enough” on November 
11th last. How the Great German 
General Staff will take its marching 
orders can be better imagined than 
described. 

Removing the fundamentals. of 
Prussianism root and branch is the 
only cure for the disease which held 
the nation by the throat for more 
than forty years. -So drastic a 
measure agreed upon by the Allied 
and Associated powers’ also lends 
hope to the successful working of 
the covenant. No League of Nations, 
irrespective of its prescribed require- 
ments for participation in its pro- 
gramme, can be effective unless the 
essential elements, incidental to the 
making of war, are abolished far be- 
yond the danger mark. 

To clip the wings of the senior 
member of the foul brood in the Cen- 
tral European nest ig to prevent him 
from another endeavor to goosestep 
into world domination.

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TOTAL DEFICITS 
OF THE PROVINCE 
ARE POINTD OUT 


,HOWARD CRAWFORD CHARGES 
MISMANAGEMENT IN CON- 
DUCT OF DEPARTMENTS 


INCOME ACCOUNT LOSS, $2,589,399 


Howard Crawford (opposition), 
Member for South tlmonton in the 
legislature, laid a_ terrific et 
indictment against the provincia 
‘government. in the house on Monday 
of last week, alleging that the total 
deficits on” income account for the 
last six years amounted to $2,589,399. 
He repeated his previous  denunci- 
ation of the sinking fund of $754,050 
against a $31,500,200 debt, exclusive 
of the $2,000,000 university debt as 
monstrous, and scored the investment 
of the almost neglible sinking fund in 
what he termed the uasuccessful gov- 
ernment telephone enterprise. 

The speaker held both the agricul- 
tural department under the Hon. 
Duncan Marshall and the conduct of 
the department of municipalities, 
especially the wild land tax branch 
by the former minister, Hon. Wilfrid 
Gariepy, as examples of financial mis- 
management. He engaged in a sharp 
encounter with Mr. Gariepy, when 
he declared that a large number of 
employes dismissed from the latter's 
department immediately after the 
session of 1918 were let out because 
it wag well known they were sup- 
porters of the Union government. 
Mr. Gariepy cited the testimony of 
John Perrie, deputy minister of 
municipalities before the public ac- 
counts committee, that these em- 
ployes were released on account: of 
alleged inefficiency ag proof that Mr. 
Crawford was wrong. Crawford came 
back with the statenmrent that these 
employes had got recommendations 
from Mr. Perrie, and most of them 
now held responsible positions in the 
city of Edmonton. 

REVENUE FROM DOMINION 


At the beginning of his criticism 
Mr. Crawford said that since 1905 the 
provincial government had received a 
total revenue from the dominion gov- 
ernment of $19,612,395. Added to this 
wag the internal revenue of the pro- 
vince during that period totalling 
$33,202,780, or a grand total of $52,- 
815,176 of revenue exclusive of bor- 
rowings since 1905. 

Under the Sifton and Stewart gov- 
ernments, he said, with an increased 
revenue of from 100 to 150 per cent. 
over the Rutherford government, 
there had been a deficit every year 
as follows: 


$146,319 


492,396 
643,044 


$2,589,399 


Everything that the government 
can find to tax, he said, was taxed to 
the limit. The meagre sinking fund 
of $754,050 represented less than 24% 
per cent. of the public debt, and be- 
cause of the unbusinesslike method 
of investing it, it was no. sinking 
fund at all. He repeated his previous 
figures, that out of the total sinking 
fund of $754,050, a total of $415,670 is 
invested in telephone bonds and the 
telephone system, a $10,000,000 utility 
had only set aside today $231,069 to 
retire its own debentures, or $214,001 
less than the provincial sinking fund 
invested in the telephone debentures. 
He reiterated his statistics to- the 
effect that to date only $69,679 had 
been spent in materials for renewals 
on a $10,000,000 utility. 


CRITICIZES TREASURER 

He declared that either the tele- 
phone system is being kept up to 
standard by capital funds improperly 
expended or else renewals will have 
to be made soon by increasing the 
rates. He scored Provincial Treasurer 
Mitchell for having, “in a moment of 
enthusiasm,” invested only $1,550 in 
Victory bonds, with $4,944 of sinking 
funds drawing 3% per cent. interest 
in the Imperial Bank and the balance 
of the sinking fund invested in eter 
provincial bonds which he said could 
not be considered a good investment 
in view of the deficit of $2,589,399, 
piled up during the years when the 
government had resorted to every 
conceivable form of taxation and 
license. 

The speaker then turned his atten- 
tion to Mr. Gariepy’s department, the 
wild lands tax branch © especially, 
saying that salaries, which in 1916

“These sets of figures,” said the 
speaker, “prove two things. First, 
that the dismissal of officials after, 
the close of the 1918 session when 
there was a general shuffle, and the 
taking on of new officials meant an 
increase in salaries of $6,579. Second, 
that it takes $7,945 less in this depart- 
ment for travelling expenses the year 
after election year.” 

Mr. Crawford followed up this line 
in citing the general department ex- 
penses, showing that in 1917 they 
werg $7,303 and in 1918 $4,666, “a de- 
crease of $2,637 the year following 
election year, while there was a total 
increase in travelling expenses in all 
divisiong of this department of $10, 
56. the year f.llcw.ng the election.” 

“The onty !cgtcnl conclusion.” gsitid 
Mr. Crawford, ‘i3 that $10,090 of the 
provincial money ip this des irtment 
was spent for ele: .icn purposes wich 
“SM be borne Gut when the repos-. of 
the public accounts committee is 
given in detail. To this must be add- 
ed $441 spent by Mr. Gariepy while 
in his own constituency the last 
money preceding the elections. The 
Hon. Mr. Garlepy’s travelling ex- 
penseg during the year 1918 in which 
he held office for eight months and 
twenty-five days was in-keeping with 
his past record, the amount being 
$1226."

Mr. Crawford then proceeded to 
score alleged discrepancies between 
figures gvien by Mr. Marshall in his 
glowing annual reports and those 
found in the public accounts of the 
province. For instance, he said that 
in 1913, Mr. Marshall in his annual 
reports gave the costs of operaton of 
the department as $52,408, whereas 
the public accounts showed that the 
cost wag actually $57,843 or $5434 
more than Mr. Marshall had given in 
his report; moreover, the report had 
shown a profit of $6711, whereas there 
was an actual loss “taking into ac- 
count revenue and income, of $28,- 
094. 

The same thing was true of the 
minister's report of 1914, which show- 
ed operating costs of $50,257, whereas 
the public accounts revealed the costs | 
to be $51,821 or $3988 less in Mr. Mar-' 
shall’s report than in the accounts; | 
also, instead of a profit this year, 
there was a real loss of $28,961. 

In 1915, he said, the minister got 
up his report in a different way, 
showing operating costs of $52,000 in 
round numberg or $3000 less than the 
$55,000 operating costs shown in the 
public accounts. Up to this time, he 
sald, the minister had always claimed 
a surplug but the actual loss this year 
of $37,755 made it diMcult, so an! 
item of $7131.50 was put in credits, 
for work done on 1915 crops for 499 
acres of summer fallow.
